A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the Flahaut 
et al. Acta mater, article, the Dong et al. Mater. Sci. Eng. article, or the Chen et al. 
Advanced Engineering Materials article. Particularly, the Abstract of Flahaut, the 
bottom right hand portion of page 84 of Dong, or the top right hand portion of page 516 
of Chen disclose carbon nanotubes dispersed uniformly or homogeneously in a metallic 
matrix, thus anticipating the instant claim. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over China 
Abstract 1465729, the Bian et al. Advanced Materials article, or the Bian et al. Applied 
Physics Letters article. 

The China Abstract and the Bian articles disclose carbon nanotubes dispersed in 
a metallic matrix. These references do not use the phrase "homogeneously dispersed" 
as presently claimed. The examiner's position is that the nanotubes of the prior art are 
present throughout their respective matrix in a sufficiently uniform manner that one of 
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skill in the art would consider them to be homogeneously dispersed. Thus, a prima 
facie case of obviousness is established between the China Abstract or the Bian et al. 
articles and the presently claimed invention. 

5. In a response filed June 1 5, 2006, Applicant suggests that the morphology of the 
inventive products is distinct from those of the prior art references. However, Applicant 
has provided no data or other indications of any specific differences between the 
products as disclosed in the various prior art references and those defined by instant 
claim 10. 

6. Claims 1-9 are allowable over the prior art of record. The prior art does not 
disclose or suggest a series of process steps as defined in independent claim 1 .
